Larger imports. larger exports of manufactures, 
and smalier exports of f 
increased home demand by reason of increased popu- 
lation) are the principal features of calendar year 
1910 foreign trade. By the end of November (eleven 
months) the trade had reached $3,063,384,954, an 
increase over 1909 eleven months of ower $16,000,000, 
according to figures compiled and published by the 
Bureau of Statistics, O. P. Austin, chief. 
When the records are made up to December 31 it 
will be found that the year’s exports of foodstuffs 
will be between $335,000,000 and $340,000,000, against 
in 1909 calendar year.

A slight decrease occurred in cotton manufactures 
It is mot necessary to detail the de- 
creases in exports of foodstuffs, becavse what we 
did not export we ate; so there was no real loss 
In raw cotton exports we gained a value 
of $20,000,000 in the eleven months, and we are 
gaining still, as also in manufactures generally. 

Naturally, with the falling off in our exports of 
foodstuffs, a smaller share of our total exports is 
going to Europe, the principal food-importing section 
of the world. The drop was from $1,048,000,000 in 
1909 eleven months to $1,027,000,000 in 1910 eleven 
months. To those sections of the world whose im- 
ports are largely manufactures, our exports show an 
increase in 1910 eleven months, over 1909 eleven

NVERTING KOREA. 
There is a cufcert i movement among the 
Methodist Episcopal churches of this country just 
now toward aggressive evangelism in Korea, and 
Sunday, January 29, has been set apart as a day of 
special representation and collection of funds to 
| carry on this work. This year marks the quvarter- 
centennial of the .ounding of Meihodist missions in 
Korea, and at the last general conference the 
board of managers of foreign missions was in- 
structed to take measures to fittingly observe the 
anniversary. This was brilliantly inaugurated the 
other night in Chicago when the Korean jubilee 
leaders, together with some 600 representative 
Methodists, were guests of the Chicago Methodist 
Social Union ,at a banquet at the Auditorium Hotel. 
The Japanese consul in Chicago éat beside Bishop 
Harris at the speaker's table; and an evangelist 
just returned from a tour of the Orient was a 
guest and spoke from first-hand knowledge of con- 
ditions in Korea where there are now no less than 
250,000 Christian believers. The Methodists ask 
for a fund of $128,500 for re-enforcing educational 
work in Korea. The Japanese government i¢ favor 
able to Christian progress there and has selected 
a dozen eminent men from the ranks of Christians 
to fill positions of commanding importance under 
the Governor-General of Korea. The movement 
starts with unusually encouraging om tng and 
prises of modern times.

“Mrs. Taft,"" he said, all 
ambition—she's all the politics there is 
in that family, as @ matter of fact. It 
is well known that Taft did not want 
to be President. It was his preference 
to lead the quiet life on the Supreme 
Bench. He has demonstrated that do- 
mestic relations have a great 1 to 
do with shaping a man’s polftical 
career. He is a poor politician, but his 
wife is a good politician. Within my 
personal knowledge two of the Gover- 
nors of California have been made so 
larvely through their wives’ ambition— 
and two others against the violent op- 
position of their wives.” 

Getting down to specific local condi- 
tions, Rowell cont'«-ed: “Society is be- 
ginning to be 4 in this country 
}as upper, middie and lower. Los An- 
geles is a middle-class city. You tare 
middle-class. Some people fondly - 
lude themselves ~'** the idea that they 
belong to the upper class. Men and 
women of the middle class far out- 
class others, but history .shows that 
they have been least efficient. Ward 
politics is done by going out nights and 
family men—men of the middie class— 
don't care for that sort of thing. Most 
af the money in politics in Los Angeles 
is spent for elaborate card indexes of 
the voters—to know ‘where they can be 
found to land them at the polls on elec- 
tion day and see that they vote.’ Three- 
fourths of all the money sperit in poll- 
tics is In the mechanical work of mak- 
ing men vote, hunting them up, put- 
ting them in automobiles and taking 
them to the polls. They are all excellent 
family men, but they exaggerate family 
duties «6 that they conflict with civic 
duties. 

“Only the fewest and most select 
women can meet in clubs as you. do, 
express vigorously diverse opinions and 
depart in peace, because they have had 
but a generation of training to learn 
it. The hot and bitter sessions of the 
Daughters of the Revolution, accord- 
ing to newspaper reports, demonstrate 
how hard this is for women to do. But 
give them time and they'll learn it— 
to give the retort courteous. 

“When you get to-voting, you'll have 
your full half of the burden of suf- 
frage. You'll have to carry it and you'll
